Prompt 
as this notice is, it will barely afford time for the 
merchanis to give the “requisite instructions to 
their agents in England, and to the merchants 
in England to avoid the penalty attached to an 
infraction of our laws, in case she shall not re- 
voke her orders. ‘This official notification was 
fur'her important, as it announced to Great Bry 
tain and France the determination of the Execu- 
tive to carry the act of Congress with scrupu- 
lous good faith into effect. To the former it 
carries a serious appeal, claiming the same res- 
pect for our neutral rights as we hed experien- 
ced trom her enemy; whjle to the latter it is a 
proot of our rigid impartiality, and purpose to 
aot towards her as we did to her.enemy under 
circumstances in some measuré analogous. 

Thus bas the present Chief Magistrate, in the 
short period of eighteen months, bad an oppor- 
tunity by the most emphatic and striking dis- . 
piays of impartiality to shew his uubiassed and 
milexible regard for justice towards the two co- 
lossal powers, whose ceadly feuds so deeply cis- 
turb the repose of the world.

In the years 1803, 4, 5, and 6, various good 
ople of this state applied to our proyident Le- 
jslature, to be incorporated for the purposes of 
yssuing Paper promises, at their good will and 
jeasure. ‘hey founded their pretensions, as 
well on the example of other States, as upon di- 
yers benefits and advantages,which they supposed 
would accrue to the industrious Citizens of this 
State. They alledged, that in other States such 
Corporations were permitted to PROMfSsE guim- 
tunsufecit And that the Citizens of this State, 
by nature had, and by statute ought to have, a 
many rights, as those of any State whatever—al- 
ways excepting the States of Colour. But they 
did not recollect my most ancient and excellent 
proverb-—** that he that hath no pat, hath no 
need of poi-hooks”—or, translated, that men’s 
wants are regulated by their necessities. They as 
well as the almost-ever-cunning peopie of New- 
Enland, Were bank mad. This exampled pro- 
ject met with successful opposition. ‘The Anti- 

ank-ites insisted, with great-majority elo- 
quence, that allcorporations were the founda- 
tion’, or the relics, of Monarchy ; and none more 
especially than those of Banks and Turnpikes : 
—That a monied corporation would preduce a 
monied influence ; which, should it fall into the 
hands of ovr, that is their enemies, would be 
brought to influence and corrupt the Elections, 
which ever ought to be free and independent : 
—That they would lend only to political friends 
orto those, who would promise to become such ; 
and thus the people would be corrupted—bad 
men promoied—Republicanism destroyed—and 
monarchy erecied on its ruins :—All which I do 
request my dear reader to bear in mind for ten 
minutes. 

The Anties, in conformity to my said ancient 
proverb, did maintain, by much grave argument, 
that this State had no sort of need of a Bank. 
They alledycd, that we were an Agricultural, 
not a Commercial State—That Banks were the 
ery. Kittens of Commerce. What said they, 
have Farmers to do with a Bank: Isit not 
their pride as wellas their boasi, that none but 
the idle or dissolute want to borrow? That it 
would hold out a strong temptation for them to 
rely on loans for relief against temporary neces- 
sities, rather than on the permanent fund of the 
own industry?)
